Postal debate 
goes into overtime 

O Thursday was scheduled to be the final day of the parliamentary 
session O MPs debate late into the night on back-to-work legislation 

Bad weather never keeps a postal 
worker from his appointed 
rounds, and the chance to go 
home and enjoy some summer 
weather wasn’t keeping MPs 
from their official tasks either. 

Parliamentarians debated late 
into the night Thursday to pass 
legislation that would see Cana¬ 
da’s loclced-out mail workers sent 
back on their routes. 

Talks between the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers and 
Canada Post broke down late 
Wednesday. 

Debate on the bill itself began 
just before 9 p.m. Ottawa time, 
after almost a day’s worth of 
debate on a procedural motion 
connected to it. 

The Conservative government 
had tabled back-to-work legisla¬ 
tion on Monday after Canada Post 
locked out the union, claiming 
rotating strikes that began on 
June 3 were costing the company 
tens of millions of dollars in lost 
business. 

The government says the bill 
is necessary because the lockout 


is damaging the economy. 

“We will sit here as long as we 
need to sit here,” Labour Minis¬ 
ter Lisa Raitt told the Commons 
as debate began. 

The Opposition New Democ¬ 
rats had initially suggested they 
would stall passage of the bill to 
give the two sides more time to 
come up with an agreement on 
their own. 

But after talks collapsed, the 
NDP was focusing on amend¬ 
ments. 

The postal union is seeking a 
change that could strip the bill 
of a provision where an arbitra¬ 
tor must choose between the two 
offers on all other outstanding 
issues — a so-called winner-talces- 
all approach. 

Critics are also uncomfortable 
with the wage provisions in the 
bill, saying they are inferior to 
the last offer Canada Post had on 
the table. 

Earlier Thursday, the Conser¬ 
vatives didn’t rule out making 
changes.

Jack Granatstein 
said Thursday that the 
Halifax Regional 
School Board is trying 
to rewrite history by 
severing the 
connection to Edward 
Cornwallis, a British 
governor who founded 
the city in 1749. 

“You can’t go 
around trying to undo 
history or make histo¬ 
ry perfect,” 
Granatstein, a histori¬ 
an with the Canadian 
Defence and Foreign 
Affairs Institute, said 
from Toronto. 

Native elder and au¬ 
thor Daniel Paul 
launched the fight 
about 25 years ago to 
have monuments and 
public tributes to 
Cornwallis changed or 
taken down. 

“You can’t remove 
him from history, but 
it should be taught 
that he issued this 
proclamation for the 
scalps of people in an 
effort to ethnically 
cleanse the province,” 
Granatstein said. 

“Do you need to cel¬ 
ebrate him as a hero? 
The answer is no.”

The question of whether to 
prepare for a potential 
widening of Bayers Road 
was deferred by the munic¬ 
ipality’s transportation 
committee on Thursday 
Coun. Jennifer Watts 
moved to delay the discus¬ 
sion, to allow enough time 
for regional council to dis¬ 
cuss and debate the Road 
Network Functional Plan.

able way that protects com¬ 
munities,” Watts told the 
committee. 

Municipal staff recom¬ 
mended moving the issue 
of widening the road to a 
full council meeting, and 
approving it in principle 
there. 

That would allow staff 
to keep an eye on the three 
apartment buildings and 
four residential properties 


that would be directly af¬ 
fected by any future widen¬ 
ing plans. 

But the report noted 
more than once there are 
no current plans to widen 
the road. However, it 
added, the potential 
should be preserved. 

“We know it will come 
to council and we know 
what the reality will be,” 
Watts said. “We’ll buy 
those properties. Because 
we’re in the business of 
looking at this road widen¬ 
ing in a significant way.” 

Coun. Jeriy Blumenthal, 
whose district borders the 
north side of Bayers Road, 
spoke in support of Watts’ 
motion. 


Coun. Jennifer Watts says 
there seems to be a con¬ 
tradiction in HRM’s em¬ 
phasis on both expansion 
and peninsular protec¬ 
tion.

It seems 
many Haligo¬ 
nians plan to 
vacation 
close to 
home this 
summer. 
According 
to my research, 51 per cent 
of HRM residents surveyed 
are planning to vacation in 
Nova Scotia this year, for at 
least part of their time off. 

And almost 80 per cent 
say they will vacation in the 
Atlantic Canada region. 

The rest of us are not 
planning to go veiy far. If 
we add those who plan to 
go to the northeastern part 
of the United States or On¬ 
tario, we’re left with only 
six per cent planning their 
summer holiday in “far¬ 
away” places. The United 
Kingdom remains the desti¬ 
nation of choice for those 
planning distant vacations. 

This may not be that sur¬ 
prising given the rising cost 
of gasoline and the slow re¬ 
covery from the recession. 

These concerns also 
seem to be impacting the 
number of nights we plan 
to spend away from home 
and how much cash we’ll 
put down. 

Forty-five per cent of 
Haligonians surveyed ex¬ 
pect to spend less than sev¬ 
en days on the road, and 70 
per cent are planning to vis¬ 
it family and friends.

also having an impact on 
summer travel plans, with 
65 per cent of respondents 
indicating they had already 
taken a vacation in 2011. Al¬ 
most half of them said they 
travelled down south or to 
another international desti¬ 
nation. 

And what about our 
spending intentions? Sev¬ 
enty-two per cent expect to 
spend less this year on their 
vacation compared to 2010, 
with only six per cent ex¬ 
pecting to spend more. 

As to our favourite 
things to do while getting 
away, much hasn’t 
changed. 

In addition to the 70 per 
cent spending at least a por¬ 
tion of their vacation visit¬ 
ing friends or relatives, 57 
per cent said they will take 
a touring and sightseeing 
break, 39 per cent will go 
camping, and 36 per cent 
expect to visit historic sites 
Although there appears 
to be some concern in the 
tourism industry about a 
drop in outside visitors, the 
increase in locals touring 
the region may more than 
make up for the shortfall.

With one in five U.S. young¬ 
sters already overweight or 
obese by the time they start 
school, a new report urges 
steps to help prevent ba¬ 
bies, toddlers and 
preschoolers from getting 
too pudgy too soon. 

Topping the list: Better 
dietary guidelines to help 
parents and caregivers 
know just how much tod¬ 
dlers should eat as they 
transition from baby food 
to bigger-lcid fare. 

Contraiy to popular be¬ 
lief, children don’t usually 
outgrow their baby fat — 
and that can lead to lasting

Healthy weight 

The new report is not 
about putting the very 
young on a diet. At the 
top of the report’s list: 

► Daycare and preschool op¬ 
erators should be trained in 
proper physical activity for 
young children, providing 
at least 15 minutes of it per 
hour the child spends there. 

► Regulations should limit 
how long kids sit or stand 
still to a maximum 30 min¬ 
utes — and limit holding 
babies in swings, bouncy 
seats or other equipment 
while they're awake. 

report. “It’s a huge oppor¬ 
tunity to instil good habits 
at a time when you don’t 
have to change old ones,” 


said Leann Birch, director 
of Pennsylvania State Uni¬ 
versity’s Center for Child¬ 
hood Obesity Research, 
who chaired the institute’s 
panel. 

Consider: Babies drink 
milk until they’re full and 
then turn away. But chil¬ 
dren as young as two or 
three are sensitive to por¬ 
tion size. “If you give them 
larger portions, they eat 
more,” Birch explained. 

The report makes the 
case children’s habits are 
influenced by far more 
than parents — and thus it 
is time to expand obesity 
prevention to more of the 
other places kids spend 
time. For example, nearly 
three-fourths of children 
ages two to five spend at 
least part of their day in 
some form of child care.

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Rising river spurs 
mad rush to save city 

010,000 residents moved to safety as floodwaters move into Minot, N.D. 
O Trailer park engulfed O Missouri and Nebraska brace for trouble, too 


Crews worked furiously 
Thursday to raise earthen 
levees in a last-ditch effort 
to protect North Dakota’s 
fourth-largest city from 
floodwaters. 

Trucks and loaders car¬ 
ried clay and dirt to wait¬ 
ing Bobcats that sped to 
and fro, spreading and 
tamping the material atop 
levees in Minot. 

But as the Souris River 
kept rising ominously, offi¬ 
cials acknowledged they 
can’t stop significant dam¬ 
age to at least some neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

The workers and Na¬ 
tional Guard members 
were the only people to be 
seen — as many as 10,000 
residents, or about one- 


fourth of Minot’s popula¬ 
tion, have been moved to 
safety. 

Parts of the city were al¬ 
ready flooding. 

One trailer park near 
the river was under several 
feet of water. 

Much of Thursday’s ef¬ 
fort focused on protecting 
critical infrastructure, in¬ 
cluding sewer and water 
service. 

More evacuations could 
become necessary if they 
are knocked out by flood¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Curt Zimbelman 
said the sewer and water 
situation was “under con¬ 
trol” but being monitored. 

The river, which begins 
in Saskatchewan and flows

Minot is about 95 kilo¬ 
metres south of the Cana¬ 
dian border. 

Meanwhile, in Missouri 
residents braced them¬ 
selves for flood trouble as 
the Missouri River rose. 

Water has started pour¬ 
ing over levees in Holt and 
Atchison counties, flood¬ 
ing homes and cabins.

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FBI captures mob boss 

O Notorious gangster was wanted for 19 brutal murders O FBI criticized 
for protecting mob figures when using ‘Whitey’ and others as informants 


Boston mob boss James 
(Whitey) Bulger was cap¬ 
tured near Los Angeles after 
16 years on the run that 
embarrassed the FBI and 
exposed the bureau’s cor¬ 
rupt relationship with its 
underworld informants. 

The FBI finally caught 
the 81-year-old Bulger on 
Wednesday at an apart¬ 
ment in Santa Monica, 
Calif., along with his girl¬ 
friend Catherine Greig, just 


days after the government 
circulated pictures of her 
on daytime TV. The arrest 
was based on a tip from this 
new campaign. 

FBI agents put the apart¬ 
ment under surveillance, 
lured Bulger out and arrest¬ 
ed him without incident, 
authorities said. The couple 
were using the aliases 
Charles and Carol Gaslco. 

A variety of guns and a 
large amount of cash were 


found in the apartment, 
the FBI said. Federal inves¬ 
tigators declined to say 
how Bulger got enough 
money to live on. 

Bulger had a $2-million 
US reward on his head and 
rose to No. 1 on the FBI’s 
Ten Most Wanted list after 
Osama bin Laden was 
killed. “Although there are 
those who have doubted 
our resolve at times over 
the years, it has never wa¬ 


vered,” said Richard 
DesLauriers, agent in the 
charge of the FBI’s Boston 
office. “We followed eveiy 
lead. We explored eveiy 
possibility, and when those 
leads ran out, we did not sit 
back and wait for the 
phone to ring.” 

Bulger faces a slew of 
federal charges while Greig, 
60, is charged with har¬ 
bouring a fugitive.

Details of hacker's 
troubled life revealed

The details of the troubled 
life of British teen Ryan 
Cleaiy, who has been 
charged with hacking into 
a British crime intelligence 
website, have begun to fil¬ 
ter out. 

The 19-year-old said to 
have been closeted in the 
bedroom of his mother’s 
home in Wickford, Essex, 
in southeast England, ap¬ 
peared in court yesterday 

Details revealed by his 
mother paint a picture of a 
seriously disturbed teen 
who was emotionally vul¬ 
nerable and attempted sui¬ 
cide. By all accounts, he 
was the ultimate reclusive 
computer nerd, squirreled 
away in his room targeting 
the world’s computer net¬ 
works for attack. 

Cleaiy had a history of 
emotional and mental 
problems from an early 
age, appearing completely 
fearless and unable to grasp 
the consequences of his ac¬ 
tions, his mother told the 
Daily Mail. 

He has jumped into the 
path of traffic and started 
fires in the family home. He 
was first expelled from 
school when he was five for 
disruptive behaviour, said 
Rita Cleaiy, 45, who suffers 


from bipolar disorder. He 
was enrolled in other 
schools with the same re¬ 
sult. 

He has been remanded 
and will remain in jail in 
England for the next few 
days. His lawyer says he 
plans to apply for bail after 
the interview process has 
concluded. 


Cleaiy is said to be co-op¬ 
erating with police. He 
faces five charges under the 
Criminal Law and Comput¬ 
er Misuse Act. The teen ap¬ 
peared in court in a 
crumpled T-shirt and track- 
suit pants. He was pale and 
unshaven and bit his lips 
throughout the hearing.

Memorial marks Air India attack

O Montreal memorial joins Ottawa, Toronto, Vancouver 


On the anniversaiy of the 
Air India bombings, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper is 
looking both to the past 
and to the future. 

Harper was in Montreal 
yesterday unveiling the last 
of four national memorials 
to the 1985 bombing vic¬ 
tims. This new memorial in 
the waterfront community 
of Lachine, a polished black 
stone, follows three similar 


ones in Toronto, Ottawa 
and Vancouver. 

Harper said it was a day 
to remember the worst ter¬ 
rorist attack in Canadian 
history, when 331 people 
were killed. 

The federal government 
created the Kanishlca proj¬ 
ect to fund $10 million 
worth of initiatives de¬ 
signed to increase anti-ter¬ 
rorism knowledge — 


including conferences, 
publications and major re¬ 
search projects. 

“Terrorism has not and 
will not undermine our 
way of life,” Harper said. 

“Our society remains re¬ 
silient because of the basic 
values that bind us and 
make us stronger — free¬ 
dom, democracy, human 
rights and the rule of law.”

DINOSAURS. Scientists 
have figured out a way to 
take the temperature of 
dinosaurs, and it turns 
out to be almost the 
same as ours. 

Of course you can’t 
stick a thermometer un¬ 
der the tongue of a crea¬ 
ture that’s been extinct 
for millions of years. 

So they did the next 
best thing. They studied 
dinosaur teeth, which 
can reflect body tempera¬ 
ture. 

They found the long- 
neclced Brachiosaurus 
had a temperature of 
about 38.2 C and the 
smaller Camarasaurus 
had a temperature of 
about 36.8 C degrees. 
People average 37 C. 

Their study, reported 
online Thursday in the 
journal Science, will not 
settle the long-running 
debate over whether di¬ 
nosaurs were warm¬ 
blooded like modern 
mammals or cold-blood¬ 
ed, requiring outside 
sources of warmth to get 
them going like lizards. 

The researchers were 
able to determine the 
creatures’ temperatures 
because body 
temperature makes a dif¬ 
ference in the amount of 
different types of carbon 
and oxygen that collect 
in the tooth enamel.

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Black’s fate in judge’s hands 

O Former press baron to be resentenced Friday © Whether Conrad Black 
goes to jail or walks free, neither side a victory, legal experts say 


For the record 


► The length of Conrad 

Black's sentence will be up 
for debate on Friday. 

► Judge Amy St. Eve could 
choose to uphold the orig¬ 
inal six-and-a-half-year 
sentence, send him back to 
jail for a lesser time on the 
remaining convictions or 
allow him to stay free 
based on time served. 

► Black has exhausted all 
legal avenues after a last- 
ditch Supreme Court 
appeal was denied in May 

► Even if Black is allowed to 
go free on Friday, he will 
continue to have a 
criminal record stemming 
from his two convictions. 

► Full exoneration will take 
nothing short of a 
presidential pardon. 


Conrad Black will learn 
whether his days of wear¬ 
ing an orange jumpsuit and 
sleeping in a cell are behind 
him when he appears on 
Friday in the same Chicago 
courtroom where he was 
sentenced four years ago. 

The Canadian-born for¬ 
mer press magnate, who 
has been free on bail for 
nearly a year, will appear 
before U.S. Justice Amy St. 
Eve at a resentencing 
hearing. 


But even if Black, 66, 
emerges a free man, the 
challenge of clearing his 
name could prove insur¬ 
mountable because he re¬ 
mains a convicted felon, 
legal experts say. 

“He’s going to come out 
of court on Friday when the 
judge does not impose addi¬ 
tional jail time, and he’s go¬ 
ing to claim victoiy,” said 
former prosecutor Jacob 
Frenkel. 

“If someone views being 


a convicted felon on two 
counts and having served 
29 months a victoiy, then 
let him call it a victoiy.” 

St. Eve sentenced Black 
in 2007 to six-and-a-half- 
years in prison for three 
fraud convictions and an¬ 
other for obstruction of jus¬ 
tice, to be served 
concurrently. 

Black had served two- 
and-a-half-years in a peni- 
tentiaiy in Coleman, Fla., 
before being released on 
bond last July awaiting an 
appeal after a Supreme 
Court ruling that exposed 
flaws in a federal fraud law. 

An appeals court in Octo¬ 
ber reversed two of his 
fraud convictions. 

But Andrew Stoltmann, 
a Chicago lawyer who has 
been following Black’s case, 
believes the remaining 
charges are so serious that 
he is headed back to jail to

Twins drop Facebook lawsuit

The twins said Wednes¬ 
day they would forgo a trip 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Their stock is now 
worth more than $100 mil¬ 
lion.

Cogeco calls for tighter CRTC controls

Hanks up against 
summer superheros 

O His new comedy, Larry Crowne, faces stiff competition 
this movie season O About a middle-aged man in college

Tom Hanks is the first to 
admit that Larry Crowne, 
his new comedy about a 
middle-aged man who 
goes back to college after 
losing his job, is some¬ 
thing of a hard sell in the 
crowded, superhero-heavy 
summer movie season. 

“How do we compete in 
the marketplace? Forgive 
me, I haven’t the slightest 
f—ing idea. It’s going to be 
interesting,” Hanks says. 

“Here we are in a sum¬ 
mer of big-time block¬ 
busters. It’s not the 
summer — it’s year- 
round,” he says. “You could 


interview all the marketing 
gurus and they’ll all talk 
about release dates and 
counter-programming and 
blah blah blah. But at the 
end of the day, it’s got to be 
a good movie, it’s got to be 
a funny movie and it’s got 
to make people think, ‘Hey, 
I couldn’t have spent my 
time any better.’” 

A tall order, to be sure. 
But as director, co-writer 
and the face of the titular 
Crowne, Hanks is more 
than up to the challenge. 
Besides, he’s not actually 
that worried about the 
competition. “By the way, 
that thing about the guy 
who wore a suit and the 
planet exploded and he 


still got the girl by travel¬ 
ling through time? That 
movie sucked,” Hanks says 
with a laugh. “I’m not say¬ 
ing any movie sucked, but 
you know what I’m talking 
about,” he’s quick to add, 
his inherent Mr. Nice Guy 
kicking in. 

The stoiy of a man head¬ 
ing to college in his 50s 
might make most people 
think midlife crisis, but for 
Hanks that doesn’t begin to 
cover it. “It’s not a midlife 
crisis, it’s a midlife disas¬ 
ter,” he says. “Midlife crisis 
is when you wake up with 
everything — ‘Oh, I have 
everything but I’m still un¬ 
happy.’ That doesn’t hap¬ 
pen to Larry. Larry thinks 


it’s the greatest day in the 
world and he gets fired.” 

And while not graduat¬ 
ing college did work out 
OK for Hanks, he is quick 
to point out that he and

Tyrese Gibson, the hand¬ 
some singer and actor, 
thinks big.

For all the enduring 
superhero movies that 
have been made over the 
years — The Dark Knight,

Catwoman 

(2004) 

So few films in the genre 
are about female do- 
gooders — it’s usually the 
job of the women in these 
movies to look pretty in 
peril and wait around for 
the men in tights to save 
them — which is why it 
was such a bummer that 
this was a laughable disas¬ 
ter. 

Halle Berry is indeed a 
sight to behold in her Cat- 
woman get-up, and 
you’ve gotta love the fact 
that she had enough of a 
sense of humour to show 
up at the Razzie Award 
ceremony to pick up her 
worst-actress prize. 

(It also "won" for worst 
picture, worst director and 
worst screenplay.) 

But Berry's jaw- 
dropping good looks 
alone can’t save this, and 
since all the scenes in 
which she kicks butt and 
leaps about with feline 
agility are sped-up, you 
don’t get to ogle her for 
long anyway. 



Daredevil 

(2003) 

This was a rough year for 
Ben Affleck. Besides this 
slick and formulaic adap¬ 
tation of the Marvel Com¬ 
ic, in which Affleck played 
the blind lawyer- 
crimefighter Matt 
Murdock, he also starred 
in the notorious turkey 
Gigli. 

To be fair, he was an 
easy target at this point in 
his career, when he was 
half of the tabloid sensa¬ 
tion Bennifer with then-fi¬ 
ancee and Gigli co-star 
Jennifer Lopez. Still, Dare¬ 
devil stands on its own 
two feet for its failures. 

The character is flawed 
and tormented, not at all 
the good guy he'd seem 
to be on the surface, 
which might have been in¬ 
triguing if Affleck hadn't 
played him so stiffly. 

Daredevil also has the 
dubious distinction of 
spinning off 2005's 
Elektra, starring the 
current Mrs. Affleck, Jen¬ 
nifer Garner. Both have 
bounced back nicely from 
their superhero period. 



Batman & Robin 
(1997) 

Nipples in the bat suit. 
This is pretty much all 
you need to know, and 
it’s completely reflective 
of Joel Schumacher's 
campy style. 

The steam has clearly 
run out in this, the 
fourth film in the 
franchise (and we’re a 
long way at the point 
from Christopher 
Nolan’s masterful re-en¬ 
visioning of The Caped 
Crusader). 

Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger cheeses it up big 
time (even by his 
standards) as the villain¬ 
ous Mr. Freeze, and Uma 
Thurman never 
generates much heat as 
the toxic Poison Ivy. 

Full of glib pop- 
culture references and 
gimmicky gadgets, this 
version worked hard to 
be silly and fun, and nev¬ 
er revealed an 
understanding of 
Batman’s true nature. 



Hulk 

(2003) 

This would be Ang Lee's 
Hulk starring Eric Bana, 
not to be confused with 
Louis Leterrier’s 2008 The 
Incredible Hulk starring 
Edward Norton, which 
was actually fun and ac¬ 
tion-packed. 

Nobody’s career was 
permanently damaged by 
this; everyone turned out 
fine afterward. Lee went 
on to win the best-direc¬ 
tor Oscar for Brokeback 
Mountain, Bana starred 
in the gripping Munich, 
and co-star Jennifer Con¬ 
nelly went on to do excel¬ 
lent work in films 
including House of Sand 
and Fog. 

But man, at the time, 
this was just a self- 
serious drag: sombre and 
introspective, with none 
of the zippy escape you'd 
like to see in a summer 
blockbuster based on a 
comic book. You’d want 
to see Bruce Banner 
when he’s angry, just be¬ 
cause it would be a 
refreshing change from 
watching him brood. 



Spider-Man 3 
(2007) 

This would have felt like a 
bloated behemoth on its 
own. The fact that two 
thrilling and imaginative 
films preceded it — with 
Spider-Man 2 emerging as 
a rare sequel that surpass¬ 
es the original — made it 
feel like even more of a 
letdown. 

Director and co-writer 
Sam Raimi overloads us 
with more villains, more 
supporting characters and 
more plot lines spread out 
across more time. People 
and threats come and go, 
and the narrative feels 
scattered. 

Peter Parker (Tobey 
Maguire) must battle hu¬ 
man foes Flint Marko 
(Thomas Haden Church) 
and Eddie Brock (Topher 
Grace) but also their alter 
egos, the Sandman and 
Venom. And Peter, as Spi¬ 
der-Man, must fight his 
own dark urges when a 
pesky black goop from 
outer space attaches itself 
onto him of all people — 
what are the odds?

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Usually, the route to fame 
requires help: publicists, 
pluggers, and plenty of 
public appearances (cf. La¬ 
dy Gaga). 

But in the ultra-short at¬ 
tention span world of to¬ 
day’s music, I’ve noticed 
that an increasing number 
of performers are becom¬ 
ing famous by staying 
anonymous. 

The publishing world 
has known about the mar¬ 
keting power for anonymi¬ 
ty for decades. Now some 
quarters of the music 
world seems to be 
applying the same meth¬ 
ods. Smart, this, since the 
intrigued are forced to em¬ 
bark on competitive detec¬ 
tive work that may go on 
for weeks or months, cre¬ 
ating buzz and increasing 
chances of a breakthrough 
in a noisy market. 

An example is Cults, 
the boy-girl indie pop out¬ 
fit from Manhattan who 
created a stir in the 
hipster blogger communi¬ 
ty when they released a 
well-received EP in 2010 
without offering any infor¬ 
mation about themselves. 
That mystery parlayed it¬ 


self — intentionally or 
otherwise — into a major 
label deal. The British mu¬ 
sic media recently fell for 
Manchester’s Wu Lyf. 

They gave no interviews 
and made no appearances. 
All communication was 
one-way through their 
website, which consisted 
of weird mission 
statements in language 
that bordered on nonsen¬ 
sical. 

There was one picture: 
four people wearing ban¬ 
danas in a smoky parking 
lot. Only now that they 
have an album coming out 
has Wu Lyf begun to talk. 
Their manager has been 
revealed as the founder of 
a creative agency whose 
clients include Adidas and 
Virgin. All this was 
carefully staged. 

At first, all anyone 
knew about Brighton’s 
YAAKS was that the line¬ 
up included someone 
named Thom and five 
mates. 

Their identity is still 
pretty unclear, but that 
hasn’t stopped a sizeable 
number of people from 
freaking out about a single 
called HRHRHYTHM. 

Lest you think that this 
a new thing, consider the 
Residents, the San Francis¬ 
co art collective whose 
members have never been 
identified since forming in 
San Francisco in 1966.

Spider-Man star Tobey 
Maguire and other celebri¬ 
ties have been caught in a 
web of lawsuits seeking to 
reclaim more than $4 mil¬ 
lion won during unli¬ 
censed poker matches at 
upscale Beverly Hills ho¬ 
tels, court records show. 

The lawsuits were filed 
by a bankruptcy trustee at¬ 
tempting to recoup money 
for investors who were 
duped in a Ponzi scheme. 

The legal actions claim 
the clandestine Texas Hold 
'em matches were played 
between 2006 and 2009, 
with some of the money 
taken in the Ponzi scheme 
used to pay off debts in¬ 
curred by its architect, 
Bradley Ruderman. 

Maguire is being sued 
for $311,000 plus interest 
that the lawsuit says was 
won from Ruderman.

Pizza pie heaven 


Not quite white,

Summer grilling season is 
a great excuse to give the 
pizza delivery guy a break. 
Grilling infuses pizza with 
a wonderful smoky flavour 
and a crisp, chewy crust. 

But you need to know a 
few basics. 

First, your toppings 
need to be precooked be¬ 
cause the pizza won’t be 
on the grill long enough to 
cook them there. Second, 
it’s important to start with 
clean, well-oiled grates be¬ 
cause the dough will stick 
to charred food left on 
them. 


Finally, start by grilling 
the dough plain until the 
bottom is lightly browned. 
Then oil the top, flip and 
add your sauce and other 
toppings to finish cooking. 

We’ve opted for a slight¬ 
ly unusual combination of 
sausage and sweet potato. 

Classic sliced tomatoes 
and mozzarella (with fresh 
basil thrown on after it 
comes off the grill) or 
sauteed peppers, onions 
and zucchini topped with 
pepper jack cheese also 
would be great summery 
options. 


Preparation: 

Bring a medium 
saucepan of water to a 
boil. Peel sweet potato 
and slice it into 3-mm 
(i/8-inch) slices. Drop 
slices into boiling water 
and boil until just 
tender, but not falling 
apart, 5 to 7 minutes. 
Drain sweet potatoes, 
then set aside. 

2 Heat grill to medium- 
high. Grill sausage slices 
until charred and 
cooked through, about 
3 minutes per side. Re-

Central Scouting’s stamp 
of approval isn’t the be-all, 
end-all, of course. Moose¬ 
heads defenceman Sawyer 
Hannay wasn’t ranked last 
year, but went in the sev¬ 
enth round to the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks. 

Mooseheads winger 
Gabriel Desjardins, who 
had an injuiy-plagued sea¬ 
son, has experience on the 
national under-18 team and 
could be considered by 
some teams. Russell also ad¬ 
vocated for the selection of 
six-foot-three, 188-pound 
centre Francis Turbide. 

“He’s very underrated,” 
Russell said. “He’s big, he’s 
defensively solid, and he’s 
not ranked for whatever 
reason... But he’s just an in¬ 
telligent, good lcid who un¬ 
derstands the game.” 

Alexandre Grenier, who 
the Mooseheads acquired 
from the Quebec Remparts 
earlier this month, is anoth¬ 
er candidate to be selected.
